Many of the a&grienlturists
greul surprise at the count's ability in
speaking the English langoage so fluently
and wore drawn here lo the afternoon ses-
slon purticularly to lsten to his roecountal
of the sugar bept imfustry from the stand-
point of the mannfacturer.

Owing to the bounty being taken off of
sugnr, the count expressed his doubls nboul
the Douglis county factory being built, as
the way the matter stands now growers
would only he able to realize about 33 per
ton for the beets where they formerly re-
enlved $5 per ton, The Platte nnd Elkhorn
valloys, declared the speaker, is the center
of the beet growlng belt of Nebraska, and
sooner or Iater a factory will be built in
the viginigy of Valley.

ERTERIENCE OF A FARMER.

Following the count Mr. Jewstt of Platte
Center told hls brother farmoers his  ex-
porience for the past two ssasons in growing
beets for the Norfolk factory. Mr. Jowett
deprecates the fact of the bounty bhelng
taken off of sugar, but will roise 400 acres
of beets the coming season.

amendmont was then agreed to by a vote of
202 to 104,

The speaker then announced that the vote
was upon the amendments adopted by the
commities of the whole,

Mr. Johnson of Oblo demanded a soparate
vole on the wool and woolen goods amend-
ments,

Mr. English, democrat, of New Jersey
askod for m separate vote upon the Income
tax, and upon the petroleum amendment.

The other amendments, Inclnding that
abolishing the bounty on sugar and that
placing refined gugar on the free lisl, were
then agresd to in bulk without division.

The first amendment which Mpe, Johnson
desired o meparate vote upon wask that of
placing wool on the free list immedintely
upon the passage of the bill. Thin amend-
meit having beon vitlated by a later amend-
mont placing the date at August 2, a point
of order was ralsod that the latter amend-
ment muet be first voted opon, but after
some discusslon the chalr declded that the
Johngon amendment must fiest be voted upon
to perfect the text, and the read test would
come upon the amendment to strike out the
words “Immediately after the passage of the
bill'" and indgert “‘on and after August 2.

VOTE ON THE WOOL SCHEDULRE.

The amendinent was therefore agreed to
by a vote of 206 to 147. Mr. Johonson tried
to get the ayes and nays, but could only
muster five votes to his aid.

The amendment fixing the date as Decem-
ber 2 when the manufactured wool gehedule
should go Into effect was also adopted by a
viotee of 200 to 146, Mr, Johnson again belng
unable to secure the ayes and nays,

The vole was than taken upon the amend-
ment providing for reciprocity in petroleum
and It was carried by a vote of 197 to 47,

The last amendment to be voted upon was
that providing for the fncome tax, Mr.
Cookran demanded the nyes and nays upon
this amendment. It was gignificant that the

republicans  refused to second the demand
for the ayes and nays, but enough
democrats arosn, filty-one, to order

the roll gall, It was then found the income
tax could not be voled upon as a separate
proposition, the speaker declding, in accord-
ance with a precedent which he cited, that
the internal revenne amendment having been
reported as n single amendment could not
b divided, The votetherefore, woas upon
the entire rejection of the internal revenue
amendment.

The republicans, with few exceptions. re-
fused to vote, but the smendment, incliud-
ing the Income tnx, was adopted by a vote of
152 to G,

MOVED TO RECOMMIT THH DILL.

Some cheering greeted the announcement
of the vote, The Dbill was engrossed and
read the third time. The last stage In the
passpge of the bill had been reached when
Mr., Covert, democrat, of New York moved
to reconimit the bill to the committer with
instructions “to report it back with such
amendments as  will  provide for duties
levied on imports for such additional rev-
enue as may be nesessary to the support of
the government  econcmically administerad.'”

Upon that motion Mr., Cockran demanded
the veas and nays, but only thirty-six
demoorats  rose to  second the demand
(principally those who had voted against
the Incone tax, together with the Louls-
jang sugar men), not a sufficlent number
The motion to recommit was thon defeated
on a rising vote by 103 to 77.

ON THE FINAL VOTE,

Then came the final vote on the bill itself,
on which an aye and nay vote was asked
and granted by a rising wote. The roll
ecall was watched with marked attentlon,
and  frequent bursts of ¢pplause greeted
aceesslons to one side or the othe. Beltz-
hoover of Pennsylvania was the frsat to
win applause by his aye vote, Indicating
that the Pennsylvanlans were [iling ioto
line. Immedintely efter this snshard of
Loulelana was applauded s he wvorad oye, )
and showed the Louisiana cpposition to the
bill was not intaoct. Mr. Cockian's vete in
favor of the bill brought out chenring: The
climax of the demonstration was retched
when the nmne of Mr, AWison, autha el the
bill was reached, the demzrats cligerl
vociferously, a final recognition of his lead-
ership, The spesker asked that bz pame
be ealled, and he answered in che affiima-
tive, Then the speaker snnouncad: “On
thig question, the ayes are 204 and the nays
are 140 and the bhill Is passed.”
